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The ‘Obstruction’ Law (Impeding) 


There are 17 Laws of the Game as outlined in 
FIFA’s Official Laws of the Game that is 
published each year. Every referee receives a 
copy of this chart and is taken through the 
changes at an Annual Seminar before the start 
of the season. “Fouls and Misconduct” are 
dealt with under Law 12. 


One of the fouls that draws a lot of speculation 
is what is often incorrectly called obstruction. 
Perhaps it is because in AFL obstruction (indeed 
very often dangerous obstruction) is allowed 
and in the rugby codes obstruction means 
quite a different thing than it does in football. 


Interestingly Law 12 does not mention the 
word ‘obstruction’. The only mention is that 


An indirect free kick is awarded to the 
opposing team, if a player, in the opinion of the 
referee, impedes the progress of an opponent. 


A referee has to decide if the player has 
prevented the opponent from progressing, 
usually without the ball, and usually into an 
area where he is to receive or attack the ball or 
into an area where he would be in a position to 
receive the ball. 


A player who has the ball under control within 
playing distance is not guilty of impeding. In 
other words a player can ‘shield’ the ball from 
his opponent using his body and turning his 
back on his opponent quite legally. In fact it is 
very difficult for an opponent to get the ball 
without fouling the player with the ball, that we 
often see shielding with the obvious intention 
of drawing the foul, while the coach is vainly 
shouting “No foul, no foul.” 


What has tended to occur recently has been 
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Football Facts 


the player who is ‘shielding’ the ball for a goat 
kick or throw in, using his body, and the ball has 
gone further and further away from his feet until 
it is not within playing distance. In this situation, 
the player shielding is actually impeding the 
other player and should be penalised. 


Any player who intentionally impedes an 
opponent by crossing directly in front of him or 
running between him and the ball or 
intervening so as to form an obstacle with the 
aim of delaying his advance, must also be 
penalised. Here the referee has to be aware of 
the player who pushes the ball past a defender 
and then intentionally runs into the defender 
and claims the defender has impeded him. A 
defender cannot dematerialise at will! 


The punishment for impeding a player is an 
indirect free kick. However, if a player 
intentionally halts the progress of an opponent 
by physical contact, whether using his hand, 
arm or leg or any other part of his body, this is 
not impeding but holding and the result will be 
a direct free kick or a penalty kick, if the 
offence was committed in the penalty area. 


Now try this one! Watch at the taking of the 
corners tonight how players jostle for 
positions. See if any of the players actually 
impede an opponent from taking up a position, 
or if any of the players hold an opponent. 
Technically these are all offences and should be 
punished and sometimes they are, normally 
with a free kick to the defending team, 
occasionally with a penalty kick. On most 
occasions, however, the referee applies Rule 18 
(the unwritten rule relating to common sense) 
and allows play to continue.
